The Suffolk Nansemond Historical Society will meet Thursday, 
February 13, 1986, at 7:30 P.M. in the Clerk's Office of the Circuit 
Court of the City of Suffolk on Market Street. Henry Murden has agreed 
to give us a class on what records are available in the Clerk's Office, 
and how to use those records.
